My Lord, Berlin, September 26, 1888. 

THAD the honour to telegraph toway to your Londahip the net rent of the 
conversation which I had this morning with Count Bismarck on the situation at 
Zanzibar, and I feel sure that you will have been gratified to learn that the German 
Government contemplates no ‘heroic measures to compel the Sultan to carry out the 
contract which he has made with the German East African Company. 

Count Bismarck said the question had been considered yesterday by the 
Emperor, ellor, and himself, and that they had come to the decision that, 
notwithstanding the loss of prestige which must ensue, it was wiser to allow the whole 
scheme to drop for the present. He said that the German Government took the same 
view of the matter as your Lordship, and that they feared that if they pressed the 
Sultan too hard, the only result would be to upset his authority along the entire const and 
destroy the trade. He acknowledged that the German officials of the East African 
Company had acted with too much precipitaney, and had shown want of judgment, It 
would, he said, bea bitter experience, as all the eapital embarked in the enterprise would 
be lost, but, to show how completely’ he seems to have abandoned the whole project, 
hhe remarked that perhaps twenty years hence, if things were favourable, another attempt 
might be made, and that the experience might be a lesson which would then prove useful. 

Although acknowledging a certain amount of mismanagement, he ascribed the 
principal cause of the antagonism on the coast to the fear of the Mussulman Chiefs, that 
the establishment of European authority on the principal points of the coast would prove 
1 death-blow to the Slave ‘Trade, and he contended that the first thing to be done, before 
wwe could hope to obtain a firm commercial footing along the littoral, was to extirpate this 
‘Trade, and he would be very glad if Germany and England could work hand in hand 
towards this end. 

He had learnt with some suprise from the Interpreter tthe German Consulate 
Zanzibar, who was at present in Berlin, that the plantations of the Sultan on the island 
were cultivated by 12,000 blacks, who, as they died off, were constantly recruited from 
the mainland. Count Bismarck asked himself whether the supply of this labour was not 
likely to be the chief demand which the slave-dealers looked to for their nefarious trade, 
and he thought the matter should be inquired into. He did not know where else the 
unfortunate natives dragged from the interior by the slave-hunting expeditions could be 
sent to from the Zanzibar coast in large numbers. 

‘This point, { remarked, presented some difficulty if the case was as represented, 
because the cultivation of the plantations was a necessity, and if we cut off the supply of 
black labour it would be our duty to consider how it could be replaced. Would it not be 
possible to do so with Chinese labour? Voluntary immigration of the Chinese was

|, he said, if I would submit it to your ip for consideration. 

Ho was especially anxious that, inal the work to be done, the German and English 
Governments should keep in touch.’ He was of opinion that the Best hope for the future 
was that they should work together and not in rivalry, and he was anxious for the 
frankest interchange of information and ideas. 

He went on, in this conneetion, to speak of the proposed German expedition for the 
relief of Emin Bey, and said that the Government had already refused to have anything 
to do with it; but the Chancellor intended now to go further, and to write to Prince 
Hohenlohe Langenburg, the President of the East African Company, and to Herr yon 
Bennigsen, one of its principal promoters, to endeavour to dissuade them from the

Memorandum by Sir C. Hill. 


BISHOP SMYTIUIES, of East Africa, called here to-day with Mr. Penney, 
Sceretary of the Universities Mission. He spoke with warmth of the mistake which 
he considered had been made, when the boundary-line of the German and English 
spheres was drawn, of not consulting or allowing the Mission to know what was 
Being done, whereby the Magila station had been put within the German sphere 
instead of within the English. (It is about 30 miles within the line.) He said he 
must hold the English Government responsible for any harm which occurred to the 
station in consequence, as it had been impossible for the Mission to apply to the 
Germans for support, whilst the Sultan had been precluded from giving it by the 
imitation of his territories. 

Tread him the substance of the telegrams we have had from Colonel Buan-Smith 
narrating the position of affairs, which he had not yet seen, though they have been 
‘communicated to the Mission. 

‘He hopes the Mission station is safe, as he relies on the friendly feeling of the 
natives, but has some doubts as to what certain ill-disposed Arabs might do. He said 
the missionaries could not be expected to desert their posts in the hour of danger, and 
trusted Colonel Buan-Smith would be told not to put any pressure on them to do so. 
‘He had hoped to remain in England over Christmas, but owing to the serious turn 
‘events had taken, was now thinking of leaving for Zanzibar on the 10th instant, 
unless the news should show it to be unnecessary. He hopes that if he does 
Colonel Euan-Smith may he instructed to give him every facility and assistance 
ending him to Pangani in a Sultan's steamer, whence he thought he should have no 














































difficulty in going alone to Magila, and that he should try to make arrangements for 
the monthly stores for the station to go through as usual. He deprecated any further 
reprisals by the Germans, and trusted that advantage would be taken of the present 
Stite of affairs to alter the boundary-tine so as to put Magila in the English sphere. 

T told him I knew Her Majesty's Government had every sympathy with the 
Mission work in East Africa, and were most anxious it should not be interrupted, and 
that I felt sure no pressure would be put on any of its members to withdraw; that T 
thought there was no danger of the Germans attempting further reprisals, but that it 
Inust of course depend on the decision taken at Berlin, and that there was always the 

ibility of thei profiting by the experience of other nations and not plunging into 
fn African war for the sake of prestige or reprisals. : 

‘Shall we ask Sir E, Malet to inquire whether we may make known the decision of 
the German Government to withdraw from the coast altogether 

Tt would, of course, allay all anxieties and clear the air, but we should know if 
they entirely give up all right of interference in their sphere. 

(I forgot to say that the Bishop is anxious that steps should be taken by the now 
British Compang to employ and protect future freed slaves, of whom the Mission had

Subsequently to the delimitations of territory, the late Sultan was unwilling to 
exercise any such influence lest he should be interfering with the German authorities, 
and more recently the action of the present Sultan has ended in failure. 

Weare convinced that this unfortunate issue has entirely resulted from hostility 
to the Germans on the part of the natives, and any reference by us to the German 
huthorities would most certainly be resented by the natives as identifying ourselves 
with German action. 

Although the present disturbances may be quieted, we believe that the evils 
‘of which we complain will remain, and that our stations will from time to time 
danger from the same causes. 

With a view of removing these causes of danger, we respectfully submit to your 
Lordship that the first opportunity should be taken of altering, the present line of 
delimitation, and of Substituting the natural and tribal houndary of the Pangani 
River for the present arbitrary and artificial line which divides in two several native 
tribes, and has no physical or political justification. 

‘This slight alteration would bring our Mission field within the sphere of British 
influence, 

‘The Committee cannot conclude this letter without respectfully expressing their 
deep regret that, whilst the negotiations were in progress, no opportunity was given 
thom of bringing before Her Majesty’s Government the question of the houndary of 
the respective spheres of influence in these parts, and thus preventing, it may be, 
those complications which we have now to deplore.

IN continuation of my letter of the 20th ultimo, T have the honour to report, 
for the information of the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, that T Tavs 
remained at this port in the “TBoadicea,” in compliance with their Lordships’ 
telegraphic onters. 
2. Her Majesty’s ships “ Mariner,” “ Penguin,” “ Griffon,” and their boats, besides 








‘occasional boats from the “Boadicea,” have been eruizing for the suppression of the 
Slave Trade, and the Garnet” and her boats are now employed on that service. The 
‘watch kept recently has been reported to me to be so strict that the Arabs are afraid

Hh colours from Mayotta, which was boarded by Her Majesty's ship ‘Griffon 

‘on the 29th ultimo, and which subsequently landed ‘seventy-five slaves on the Island 
‘of Pemba, a special report on which is forwarded in my submission of the 


German Company and the Arbs on the mainland, where the Germans were 
endeavouring to engross all authority, in accordance, as they allege, with the terms of 
their ‘Treaty, have calminsted, as was expected, in’ riotous outbreaks of fanaticism. 
‘At Pangani, on the mainland opposite the north end of Zanzibar, M. Vohsen, the 
Director-General of the German Company, was fired upon; and at Tanga, some 
‘30 miles further north, the boats of the**Mawo” were fired upon, two men being wounded, 
the Mowe” retaliating by bombarding the native town. The Sultan has now sent a 
force under General Mathews to restore order, but as he had at first refused to do so, 
the German Consul-General had sent the * Mowe” to ask the German Admiral to land 
in force at Tanga, and I was subsequently asked to transmit despatches desiring him 
to refrain from further acts of violence, and dispatched the “ Griffon ” on this service. 

‘4, After consultation with Hor Majesty’s Consul-General at Zanzibar, I dispatched

5, Her Nak ship “Garnet” is now near Pangani or Tanga, and will report 
further on the disturbances there; but Tam hopeful that, after this outbreak, things 
will settle down if the German officials are careful not unnecessarily to attack the 
Sultan's authority, or to raise the fanaticism of the native population. 

6. In view of the frequent reports of the Slave Trade carried on in the Mozam- 
Diqne Channel, I propose to send Her Majesty’s ship “ Algerine” to eruize there for 
atime, and to call at the western ports of Madagascar if my telegram on this subject, 
forwarded to-day, is approved, She will have strict orders not to offend French 
‘susceptibilities in'any way, but T hope that her mere presence on the coast will, in any 
case, have a good effect. 

. The ** Osprey ” was at Aden on the 25th August, and was to leave that day for 
‘Tajourra and the Somali Coast, returning to Aden tout the middle of September.

I VENTURE to say that, apart from the exigencies of European polities, Colonel 
Euan-Smith’s views would be generally shared by those who have been connected with 
Zanaibar in past years. 

‘The real influence of the Sultanate on the East Coast, which is partly religious 
(the Sultan's grandfather was an Imaum) and partly owing to its being held by the 
elected Chief of the Muscat Arabs, was never sufficiently recognized by Germany when 
its territories were defined. 

Recent events have been a shock to all the native prejudices. 

‘The knowledge which the Arabs had of English ways in dealing with Mussulmans 
and slavery and Slave ‘Trade maile them bow to the inevitable when they saw we were 
in earnest in 1872-73, and the great blow then struck at the slave-trading interests 
ave rise to nothing in the shape of a national or religious movement, 

Je was an Hnglish craze: England was, afterall the great supporter of all 
Mussulman races; the English recognized religious feeling; Allah willed it, 

‘The Germans altered all that. Annexed is a paper showing instances of their 
mode of procedure. 

‘They are known on the coast by the name of “ Enemies of God.” ‘They are hated 
for their militaryism and irreligion. 

Unfortunately, our honest efforts to belp and co-operate with them have been 
neutralized by their actions, and now the only chance the English Company has of 
sucess is that it should not'be confounded with the German Company. At present 
everything points to the distinction being maintained.

Instances of German want of Tact on East Coast of Africa. 


1. On the 22nd March, 1885, a large party of Germans were celebrating the 
Vimperor's birthday at Mr. Oswald’s house in Zanzibar. 

‘Where were disturbances in the town ; a drunken German em ptied his revolver 
amongst the crowd, who closed in and seized him. General Mathews arrived and 
found the German Consular Judge drunk, trying to ‘the German and assaulting 
th tives. The Germane at Mr. Oswald’s were restrained by him from joining the 
mélée. 

‘On the Sth September, 1885, news reached Zanzibar of one of His Highness’ flag- 
staffs having been eut down in Usagara by Germans and the flag torn up. 

‘Tn the same month, near Magila, three Germans went to a native Chief to obtai 

ters to the coast ; failing to get them, they produced pistols, and a struggle ensued, 
Ih which they were worsted, though without serious harm.

conditions of the Treaty between the Sultan and themselves. Within a fortnight of 
the commencement of the administration of the coast, they attempted a wholly 
unauthorized direct interference with the trade of Zanzibar.

After this he was always accompanied by 
twelve white men (**Askaris”) to all places and shambas. If they saw any women they 
used to get hold of them, and do what they liked with them, After this he sent his men 
to tell all Chiefs to come to sell him the town of Pangani. If not he would go to 
the shamba, and take them, and have them put in irons, and send them to Germany. 
‘When the Askaris of Seyyid Khalifa came from Zanzibar, all the natives came to. the 
town with Chiefs, to hear what order had come from the Sultan. 

‘When the German saw the yple coming back to the town with Jumbes,* he 
ordered his people to arrest them because they did not follow his order, ‘The Askaris 
refused to arrest them, saying this was against the laws both of Government and God. 
‘The German was angry at the soldiers’ refusal to obey, saying that it was an Askari’s 
duty to obey his master. The Askaris replied him that Seyyid Khalifa sent them to 
act according to the law of Islam, and protect and assist them as far us possible. The 
German said to the Askaris: “If you are my Askaris you must follow my orders, if 
you are Askaris of Seyyid Khalifa T don't want you, you can go;” he then sent them 
Away, and also he gave them a paper written with his own hand. When the natives 
saw this, they made up their minds that the Germans had not come to take up the 
Customs only but to make themselves masters of the place; the same time the natives

Until one has become acquainted with all that has passed, one would fail to 
understand the depth of the bitterly hostile feeling against all Germans on the coast.

IN continuation of my despatch No. 267 of the 21st instant, and in extension of 
my telegrams Nos. 92, 93, 94, and 95 of the 23rd, 24th, and 25th instant, I have now 
the honour to report the following facts for the information of your Lordship. 

On Sunday evening, the 23rd instant, General Mathows roturned unexpectedly 
from Pangani with all his regular troops. He came straight to my house from the 
steamer in a state of much depression, ‘The evening before the Heads of the insurgent 
tribes had come to see him and had informed him that if he did not consent to leave 
at once he would be murdered before the morning. Inquiry proved to him that he 
could not trust his own men to defend him against the rebels. He accordingly with- 
drew with his 120 men on Sunday morning. ‘There were then 2,000 armed tribes? men 
surrounding his house. 

__It appears that on General Mathews reaching Pangani the preceding Thursday, 
taking with him an Arab Governor on the part of the Sultan and the five insurgent, 
Chiefs who had come to Zanzibar to make their grievances known to the German 
Consul-General, he was at first well received. On Friday, however, large council of 
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‘the native insurgents was held. A deputation was then sent to inform him that he 
must go. He was o Christian and European, and they believed him to be a German 
spy: were certain that his object was to help to re-establish the Germans. On 
sreount of his many years friendship with the natives. they would not take his life if 
he went quietly. ‘Their special object in expelling him was to prove to all other 
‘Europeans how determined they (the rebels) were never to admit them as their rulers. 
‘Phe Arab Governor sent by the Sultan was compelled to remain by the insurgents, 
though he himsolf wished fo leave. Bofors General Mathews left the insurgent leaders 
tooka solemn cath before him that they would protect the lives and property of British 
Indian subjects, who then said they were quite willing to remain where they were.

During his remarks, his Excellency said that your Lordship had at one time

“Bignor Damiani said that the “ ‘Times haa commented on the failure of talian 
policy at Zanzibar; that the French press had exulted over the check to Italian 
Aspirations, and that, although Roman papers had not attacked the Government, yet 
awkward questions would be put to the Government ou the meeting of Parliament: 

‘The silence of the Roman press on the above subject may be explained by the 
fact that it is almost entirely subsidized by Signor Crispi. 

It is possible that questions may be asked respecting Zanzibar on the meeting of 
Parliament, but Signor Crispi has a habit of promising replies to such interpellations 
in three or six months’ time, and public opinion, unless I am much mistaken, is in 
favour of total abstention from all African enterprizes outside of the Mediterranean.

About 9 sat. one of the Germans connected with the traing-house appears to 
have heen attacked on the beach by some natives belonging to a caravan which had 
recently arrived. He retreated to the house, from which they opened fire upon the 
natives and a general attack upon the house was then made, principally by the men of 
the caravan, who were joined by some of the natives of th 

‘Phe Wali and all the principal Arabs took no part in this 
other hand, rendered every assistance in their power to the Germans. 

‘On observing fighting going on on shore the Captain of the “Leipsi 
‘Admiral was away on shooting trip) manned and armed his boats, and at 11 A... 
they proceeded in towards the beach. When about 600 yards off the natives opened 
fire on them from the beach; this they returned with sliell from their boats’ guns ; 
most of the natives then appear to have run away into the bush; the Germans then 
Tanded from 150 to 200 men and marched through the town firing upon everyone who 
showed themselves; none of them were hurt, but the number of natives killed is 
estimated variously at from 50 to a little over 100; one Indian was killed in his house 
and his wife was wounded; she died yesterday evening while we were on shore. 
Since then none of the hostile natives have showed themselves, and it does not seem to 
bo anticipated that they will make any further attack as long as the menof-war 
remain there. 

Baron Gravenreuth, the representative of the German Company at Bagamoyo, is 
confident that he will be able to prevent any further disturbances, but the Indians 
fear that directly the men-of-war leavo the place will be again attacked and their 
property suffer; many of them wish to leave the place bringing all their goods with 
Them, but as they did not appear to be in any immediate danger, and apparently had 
no wish to send their wives and children away alone, I did not wait to embark any of 
them.

during their stay from the officers of Her Majesty's ships, pay any of the usual farowell 
visits to the English men-of-war, which are prescribed by courtesy, or inform any one 
of their approaching departure. 
‘The Sultan had sent to me to inquire whether the Taian s ips were leaving, as it 
could be seen that they had got up steam, and I wrote to Signor Cecchi at 10 a.m. 
Yesterday morning, asking him if he could furnish me with any information on this 
Subject. Signor Cocchi received, but did not answer my note, At 3 Pat, howover, 
two hours after he had sailed, Signor Filonardi called on me. He said ho was charged 
by Signor Cecchi to express his regrot that he was too much occupied to call on me 
before he left. Signor Cecchi had, he informed me, loft no comiunication of any sort 
for the Sultan, the German Consul-General, or any one else. Signor Filonardi declared 
his entiro ignorance as to the destination of either of the Italian men-of-wat. Signor 
Cecchi had, he said, received secret telegraphic instructions the preceding day of the 
nature of which he, Filonardi, was entirely ignorant. ‘The two ships had then been 
to Prepare for sea with as much secrecy as posible.

I HAVE the honour to report that, on the 26th ultimo, Rear-Admiral the 
Honourable E. R. Fremantle left the harbour jn Her Majesty's ship * Boadicea ” for a 
short cruize to the mainland ports south of Zanzibar, where, in view of the recent 
disturbayces, his Excellency proposed to obtain information as to the general situation, 
and more particularly as to that of British Indian subjects. 

Proviously to his departure [ had considered it my duty not to disguise from the 
Commander-in-chief my opinion that such a project might, at this juncture, lead to 
regrettable complications, and, finding that his Excellency was bent upon sailing, I 
carnetly begged that every precaution should be taken to avoid any chance of a 
collision between the ship and the insurgents, and that, above all, no attempt should 
‘ho made to land at any of the dsafoted ports unless in case of absolute neces. 

Admiral Fremantle returned on tho 20th ultimo, and informed me that he had 
called at Bagamoyo, Kilwa, and Lindi, at the two former of which ports he had found 
and communicated’ with German min-of-war. At Lindi, the Flag Captain and 
Lieutenant were sent ashore to inqui into the condition of British Indian subjects. 
‘They were met on the beach by a crowd of excited natives who were, with apparent 
difficulty, restrained from attacking them by the Arabs present. They only remained 
on shore for a few utes and then returned to the ship. The Admiral informs me 
that a couple of quick-firing guns were ready on board the ship to disperse the natives 
should they have fred upon or attacked the boat. T-am glad (o report, however, that

While all this was going on, the German gun-boat 
Mowe" was at anchor in the roads of Kilwa, but her Commander had received 
strict orders not to land an; fand even had he done so the force at his command

T inquired what action was contemplated in case the French Government should 
decline to grant the said right of search, to which Count Bismarck replied that, in his 
opinion, should the French raise difficulties on this point, England and German 
would be enacting the blockade in the name of the Sultan, and, as it is hoped, with 
his authority and consent; that they would be merely acting’ for the Sultan by 
supplying him with requisite naval forces which he does not , and that they 
auld be perfectly justified in stopping dhows carrying tho French flag, for the 
suppression of the Slave ‘Trade, and in searching French steamers to prevent the 
importation of arms and ammunition along the coast.

THLE present disturbances in Eastern Africa, the origin of which is to be found 
in a reaction amongst the Arabs occupied with the Slave Trade against the influences 
‘of European civilization, have induced. the Governments of Germany and England, 
with the concurrence of the Sultan of Zanzibar, to make arrangements for a joint 
Mockade of the continental coast of the Sultanate. ‘The object of the blockade is to 
went, in an effectual manner, the importation of arms and ammunition into the 
Interior of Africa, and the export of slaves, and thus to deprive the slave-bunters and 
their allies of the’means of continuing the Trade. 

‘Further information with regard to the reasons which have induced the Imperial 
Government and that of Her Majesty to adopt this course will be found in the inelosed 
correspondence which has taken Place betireen the Imperial Ambassador in London 
‘and the Marquis of Salisbury with respect to the block: 

‘The Arab movement in Eastern Africa has affected the districts immediately 
adjoining the Colony of Mozambique, and according to recent accounts disturbances 
have also broken out on Portuguese territory. It is to be hoped that these dis- 
turbances will not spread further; but even if they do not there is always the danger 
that the slave-dealers may obtain war material through the traders at the neighbouring 
Portuguese ports, as was the case at the time of the revolt of the Chief Mirambo. 

Fader these circumstances the Imperial Government wish to direct the attention 
of the Portuguese Government to the state of affairs in Eastern Afriea, and to invite 
them to join in. adopting those measures which have been agreed upon between 
Germany ‘and England, and which are necessary if the Arab movement, which is 
directed against tion, and whieh is not ‘without danger to the Portuguese 
dominion, is to be effectually repressed. 

‘With this object the first step necessary iso, declare the, comet of the Colony of 
Mozambique south of the dominions of the Sultan of Zanzibar to be in a state of 
Dlockade s0 far as the importation of war material and the transport of slaves are 
concerned, It is also desirable that the Portuguese Government should forbid the 
‘export of arms and ammunition from the territory of Mozambique to the neighbouring 
parts of the African continent. 

‘You will make a comiminication in the sense of the above to Af. de Barros Gomes, 
and lay. particular stress on the fact that it is tho common interest of all’ those 
Buropran' nations which are seriously engaged in the work of the development of 
Christian civilization and customs and the spreai! of European colonization im Africa 
to repress the advancing tide of Arab influence and put an end to the horrors of slave- 
hunting. In view of the friendly relations subsisting between Germany and Portugal,

IN continuation of my telegrams Nos. 111 and 115 of the 9th and 12th instant, 
have the honour to report proceedings in connection with the arrival of Mr. George 
Mackenzie in Zanzibar as ing Director of the Imperial British East Africa 
Company, and to detail the arrangements that have been agreed to between His 
Highness the Sultan and that gentleman regarding the inauguration of that Com 

Mr. Mackenzie, accompanied by six Es ntlemen, whose names are given 
in the margin,* arrived in the steam-ship “Kistna” in Zanzibar on Saturday tho 6th 
instant, and on Monday morning T presented him and his companions to His Highness 
fhe Sultan af special ‘ceremonial sudience which His Highness had courteously 
granted for that purpose. There were very many influential Arabs present at this 
reception, and I took the opportunity, on tehalf of Mr. Mackenzie, fully to explain 
what were the objects and intentions of the new Company, disclaiming at the same 
time any intention whatever of interfering with the rights and dignity of the Sultan 
‘or with the accustomed liberties of his sub jects. 

On Tuesday moming, the 9th instant, His Highness received Mr. Mackenzie, 
General Mathews, and myself in private audience. On this occasion the Concession 
granted by His Highness to tho British Company was formally signed, scaled, and 
ratified, and copic ish and Arabic were exchanged between His I the 
Sultan and Mr. Mackenzie, who had previously ey the power of

Additions to the Concession.” The usual promptitude with which, without any Kind of 
essure, lis Highness’ signature to the Concession was obtained is significant of His 
ighness’ confidence in, and friendship for, the English. 

My signature, it will be observed, is attached to tho Concession only as witness to 
the seals and signatures of the contracting parties. 

After the exchange and ratification of the Concession, Mr. Mackenzie, at my 
request, explained to the Sultan his intended course of proced 

He stated that for the time being the Company had no intention in any way of 
allowing (sic) or interfering with His Highness’ administration of the coast, not évon 
excluding the Customs Administration. 

‘The idea of hoisting the Company's flag within ighness’ dominions had 
never been entertained. ‘The Company's flag would be given to those Chiefs situated 
outside the Sultan's territory with whom the Company might subsequently make 
Treaties. 

‘The financial side of the Concession would be made the subject of futur: 
amicable discussion between himself and His Highness. ‘There was no intention at 
present to dismiss or interfere in any way with any of the present employés and 
servants of His Highness on the coast. ‘The present desire was to conciliate the 
natives, to accustom them to the presence of the English in their midst, to carry out 
at Mombasa the public works necessary for the development of its trade, to open up 
she country and to make amicable ‘Treaties with the native Chiofs situated to tho west 
‘of, and beyond, the Sultan's territory. With this view he intended first to make a 
large trading station at some point on the ‘Tsara, some 200 miles distant from Mombasa 
Between that point and Mombasa a cart road, with wells and water reservoirs at fixed 
distances, would be commenced with tho least possible delay. The station thus estab- 
lished would forma nucleus of trade. ‘Treaties would be made with all the surronding 
native tribes, and it would sorve as the permanent fortified basis for further extended 
uperations into the far interior. The greater part of the Englishmen who had arrived 
from England would be employed in this work.

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(I may note hero that the line of road contemplated runs considerably to the 
north of the present route from Mombasa to Kilimanjaro, which Mr. Holmwood is 
ad recently fo have traversed, and which, owing to its sterility and want of water, 
singularly unadapted for a great trade route). 

Tn audition to this route Mr, Mackenzie announced his intention of immediately 
commencing «cart route from Kipini to Wangs slong the enti seafront of the 
British Concession, and Lieutenant Swayne, R-E., has indeed already been deputed to 
make the necessary surveys. Tt was intended that a telegraph line should run the 
Tength of this road, and that as soon as ever the necessary arrangements could be made, 
that Mombassa should be connected with Zanzibar by cable. (The Sultan expressed 
his eager desire that this conneetion should take place.) 

‘As to Mombasa, Mr. Mackenzie clearly explained to the Sultan all that he 
intended to do reganding building operations, the construction of a pier, the alteration 
‘and enlargement of the Custom-house, &e,

‘was proposed, and having promised his cordial assistance, I begged him at once to 
tend Mitting letters addressed to all classes of the community within his dominions 
uipon the coast, explaining the objects of the Company.

T have written to warn 
‘Mr. Mackenzie on this head, as also to point out to him that no date has yet been 
‘agreed upon between him and the Sultan on which the responsibilities of the Company 
in conneetion with the coast are to commence, Until such be fixed, the Company has 
technically no focus standi on the coast. 

‘The question regarding the runaway domestic slaves seems to have received 
thorough aud satisfactory solution by the joint action of the Sultan's Governor, the 
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Arab slave owners of Mombasa, Mr. Mackenzie, and Mr. Price. But on this subject 
T shall hope to address your Lordship at greater length on a future occasion,

cowanily act on the part of the people of the town, but that he must remember th 
ts of the Sultan and his eo-religionists; that I have nothing to do wish such 
affairs, they being for the Sultan to sottle, and that T must therefore decline to inter- 
fore; but that if he wishes to know my personal views, I shall Ve very lad ‘lat so far 
1s the Company is concerned the incident should be forgotten and forgiven, the people 
here undertakii ly protect the lives and property of all strangers visiting 
the town, with fase or crced, and that the only matter on which I ha 
anything to say was respecting the shot which struck Mr. h 
might have arisen from many causes, accidental or otherwise T had myself eare- 
fully examined the window, and was quite satisfied from the diroction in which the 
shot was fired that no real damage was intended, and that therefore I beg no further 
notice will be taken of this incident, which I hope will be allowed to be forgiven and 
forgotton, as I myself wish to treat it; but that it must he made clear to the people 
that a repetition of such disgraceful conduct will not be tolerated for one moment, 
and that the next occurrence a public and special example will be made of the 
culprit. I trust this will meet the ends of justice, and be the means of settling the 
matter satisfactorily. 

Mathews is not writing you himself as he is pressed for time, but he has scen 
and read all my letters to you, and fully concurs in all that Ihave said, and he has 
nothing further to add. 

October 20.—Our final Baraza was held yesterday, and went off with great. delat 
and satisfaction to eversbody. ‘They were much pleased at my asking Hamid-bin- 
Suliman to overlook all ‘that was past, and to wipe the Mombasa slate and let us all 
start with a clean shect. My leniency has had all the better effect, having been 
exercised at a time when we hid the flag-ship and “Glasgow” at our hack to enforce 
punishment of the people. 

‘The Admiral leaves to-day. The Wali went on board this morning and received 
a salute of nine guns, and the flag-ship leaves to-day, so the people seo we have full 
‘confidence in them, and her return to Zanzibar will show that all is quiet. 

‘Our interview’ with Price was very satisfactory, and on my return from Frere 
‘Town this morning I toll him and the Wali what he had arranged reganling the 
aves. ‘They are much gratified by my su that the Imperial British 
Company should appoint a suitable man selected ty the, people to reside 
mas the agent of the Company. His duties simply being to watch that 
aves enter the Settlement, and when they do, to arrest them and send 
word in here to me or whoever represents me. ‘This really is an exeellent arrange 
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‘ment for the missionaries, as they are now relieved of all suspicion, and the whole 
responsibility of any future grievance rests with the people’s own representative or 
nominee. 


‘Thanks for all the interesting private news you give me. I fear you have an 
anxious and trying time before you, and will not be able to get away from Zanzitar 
for some time. “«

‘M. Herbette said that his Government had gone as far as it could to make the 
situation easy, and had even itself suggested the blockade as a means of attaining the 
desired end ina way which France cou but it was very desirable that, in. the 
execution of the blockade, only those rules which appertained to blockade should be 
followed, and the hanging of persons who violated the blockade could certainly not be 
tolerated. He sincerely hoped that the Governments which undertook the blockade 
‘would send instructions to their naval authorities to provent their dealing with vessels 
carrying the French flag in any way which was not warranted by the ordinary 
rules of blockade; otherwise public opinion in France might be excited in a way 
which could lead’ to serious consequences altogether beyond the aim which the 
Governments lind in view.

His Excellency said that he could tell me confidentially that the finances of the 
German East African Company were at a very low ebb. ‘It had, in fact, now only 
500,000 marks (25,0001, in hand, and the Government was disposed to ‘help it in 
some small degree to tide over the present evil days, if the Reichstag voted the money 
to be asked for. 

He went on to say that he should see some of the heads of the Company to- 
morrow, and should tell them that they must alter their ambitious programme, and 
must restrict it to the endeavour to hold one, or at most two, harbours on the const, 
say Bagamoyo and Dar-es-Salaam, and leave the rest to time. 

T said to Count Bismarck that it scemed to me that the firt thing that the Com- 
pany had to learn was that all their efforts would bo uscloss unless they approached 
‘the inhabitants as friends, and gained their confidence. His Excelleney find said that 
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the Company would perhaps raise a small force of police, about 500 men, for the 
rrotection of the settlements, and I remarked that such a force would be practically 
ess the Company completely changed its tactics, and set to work on an 
entirely different principle.

IN view of the special circumstances in which the wild regions of the interior of 
Africa, a well as those situated close to the eastern coast and to the north of the 
Province of Mozambique are placed ; 

In view of the great advantages which will accrue to the tranquillity and public 
safety in that province from the prompt termination of a state of anarchy and disorder 
which threaten to invade the territories appertaining thereto; 

Tn view of the common interest by which the European nations are united in 
their endeavours to oppose and to put down the slave-dealers who are laying wasto the 
interior of the African continent by their fatal inroads, destroying whole villages and 
taking away thousands of lives; 

In view, therefore, of the importance, on the above grounds, that the introduction 
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of arms and ammunition, which has for a long time been prokihited by a Decree of 
the Provineial Government in the district of Quilimane, should likewise be stopped at 
Inhambane and in all the other Custom-houses of the province situated to the north 
of the same district ; 

In view, moreover, of the expediency of enacting, conjointly with thom several 
measures which restrict the trade in arms and ammunition, others having for their 
object to secure, either directly or indireetly, a greater efficiency for the Portuguese 

wval action which has for a long time been engaged in bringing about a complete 
sppression of the Slave Trade ; 

After having taken the advice of the Consultative Board for the Colonies and of 
the Council of Ministers, and availing myself of the powers conferred upon me in virtu> 
of the first paragraph of tho 15th Article of the Additional Act to the Constitutional 
Charter of the Monarchy of the 16th July, 1852:

Art. 3. ‘The whole of the ports, bays, and rondsteads on. the East Coast of Africa, 
ax well as the adjacent islands, are declared in a state of blockade from 10° 28° south 
Tatitude—the mouth of the Rovuma- 5 no southern point of th 
Bay of Pemba—as far as reganis the importation of arms and war material and the 
exportation of slaves.

Art. 5. Any logislation in opposition thereto is hereby revoked.

My dear Colouel Euan-Smith, Kiungani, November 10, 1888, 
1 PROMISED to write to you my views about the removal of the Magila missionaries. 

think there are grave reasons why ladies should not remain in the country, in which it 
seems probable to persons in authority, having opportunities of knowing, that their lives may 
be in danger. With regard to the men it would be, I should consider. very anadvisable to 
press them to stay if they had a desire to leave the country ; otherwise, as I stated at the 
Foreign Office belore I left England, I cannot think it right for missio 
flocks in time of danger. In the case of priests it would seer 
the charge committed to them to leave their people without any one 
souls, and, with regard to all engaged in the work, if they should consider it dishonouring 
to our Lord and His Chureh to quit their posts'on account of danger, I eannot but feel 
entire sympathy with such a conviction, Equite understand that to one in your position 
it would appear that considerations of duty to the Government of our country should have 
great weight ; I am prepared to allow them the greatest weight when they do not conflict 
with our higher duty to God, But, from the point of view of a subject, T may venture to 
point out that, under a representative Government, at any rate, the duties of ‘the 
goveruors and the goverved are reciprocal ; if in Consul Holmwood’s time we had not been 
Kept in ignorance of what was being done with the Bondei country, where our interests 
were +0 nearly concerned; if we had not been kept silent by false assurances that those 
interests would be regarded, while our enemies were being listened to; if we had been 
allowed to plead our own cause before the public, then all these complications with regard 
to this particular part of the country might never have happened. I do not think it would 
commend itself to the English sense of justice tha of action on the part 
of the Government, it should lay upon us the bl it embarrassment now. 
But after having said this you will allow me to thank you personally for havimg done all 
that a Representative of Her Majesty's Government could do at this late date to refrain 
the evil consequences which, as T pointed out in my letter to the “Times” some mouths 
ago, were likely to follow from the want of straightforwardness on the part of the 
Government towards us,

Memorandum for the Information of British Subjects and Europeans, especially Missionaries 
and Tracellers, in the Interior of Africa. 


THE Governments of Great Britain, Germany, and Italy have, with the consent of 
is Highness the Sultan of Zanzibar, established a naval blockade upon the continental 
portion of His Highness’ dominions situated on the East Coast Coast of Africa, 

2. The blockade, which will commence from the 19th instant, is directed solely 
against the Trade in Slaves and against the import o ter, and inunitions of war 
into East Africa. It operates against the Hage of all d will be strictly enforced 
For the present the limits of the blockade are from ‘Tanga southwards to the Rovumn 
River. The German tleet will blockade from Tanga southwards. to Mafia. Island, fro 
whence the English fleet blockade to the Rovuma, After some time the blockade will 
probably be extended farther north. ‘The probable duration of the blockade is at present 
unknown, 

3, The Sultan's authority on the coast-line from Tanga to the Rovuma is for the time 
being in abeyance, ‘The coast tribes are in revolt against. the German Company and hold 
the coast towns, the approaches to which are unsafe. Bagamoyo and Dar-es-Salaam are 
held by the German Company, but to them also the approaches from the interior are unsafe, 
From Wanga northwards the coast at present is quiet and in its normal condition, 

4. The blockade will irritate the tribes upon the coast, i may very 
probably make itself felt far inland, Within the limits na i possible to 
export slaves or to procure supplies of a 

5. All Europeans in the interior should therefore be prepared for a sudden wave of 
feeling hostile to Europeans and European influence: and they should specially be on theit 
guard to give no just cause of offence. Travelling should be restricted “os much as 
Possible, It is preferable that for some time to come Europeans should remain among 
the people by whom they are well known and respected. Any European whom absolute 
necessity may compel to return to the coast should carefully prepare: his way and choose 
the safest route available to bring him on to the coast if possible at some point beyond the 
limits of the blockade. 

6. It is almost certain that during the continuance of the blockade communication 
from any part of the blockaded coast into the interior will he entirely suspended, and that 
no letters or supplies are likely to be forwarded from the coast or to reach the cout safely 
from the interior. ie 

7. Special attention should be paid to this, and Bur visions and stores should 
be very carefully hoarded. “Letters should be sent seertly and by trustworthy messengers. 
It should be clearly understood that while the immediate object of the blockade isto stop 
the Slave Trade and break the power of the insurgents, the main object is to restore thee 
prestige and power of the Sultan on the coast of East Africa,

As it is not possible to distinguish those carrving slaves or war material from others 
engaged in peaceable trade, it will be necessary to visit all dhows approaching or leaving 
the coast, without exception. 

‘As the blockade will be carried out principally by means of ships’ boats, and as the 
loss of the lives of ofcers and acamen Uears no coinparison with those of treacherous 
‘Ams and slave-dealers, dhows will receive a frst warning by the firing of a blank cartridge. 
If this is not at once complied with by the sail being lowered or by “ heaving to,” a shot 
will be fired across the bow or stern of the dhow. If this also should fail, the dhow or 
‘vessel may be treated as hostile, and compelled to surrender. 

Dhows or vessels being able to show that they have left foreign ports before receivis 
the declaration of blockade, and carrying munitions of war, will have this part of their 
‘cargo temporarily confiscated, receiving a receipt for it, and having it returned to the 
owners, the dhows or vessels themselves being allowed to continue their course. 

Dhows or vessels trying to break the blockade, containing munitions of war or slaves, 
will be captured, the vessel, crew, and cargo being disposed of at our discretion, in uccor:

He himself 
and all State affairs are now in hands of three low advisers, hostile to England and 
Germany alike.

‘This morning His Highness declared he would govern by the Koran, and suddenly 
ordered public execution, which was carried out in the street under circumstances of 
horrible barbarity, of four of his slaves untried on an old charge of murder. He has 
further directed execution of twenty-four other men and one woman, imprisoned in fort, 
who were tried and sentenced in Inte Sultan's time to life imprisonment. Four are to be 
executed each successive morning. He has further issued orders giving local Governors 
power of immediate death, without appeal, in case of murder or manslaughter. ‘The 
Arabs are dismayed at this dangerous order. 

‘This sudden vigorous action denotes that a grave and momentous change has taken 
place in Sultan's indolent character during his seclusion which may presage deeper 
designs. At this crisis such constant executions, as exciting the Oriental taste for 
blood, are dangerous to Europeans, besides being scandalous to civilization. The

Jackson strack me asa very good man, and { am told be is the best of the lot, but I'do 
not think he will live. I hear on all sides great doubts thrown on Swaine’s capabilities as 
aleader. He secms to be unpopular with both natives and Europeans. I believe the 
Company will eventually be a gigantic success, but I have doubts as to whether thi 

expedition will be quite as successful as'they think, Owing to the action of thi 

the whole black population is in a state of ferment, hostility is 

chiely directed aguinst the Germans, at present, Teannot help thiaking that. the Arab 

slave-traders will take advantage of it to raise a grand crusade against the white man. 

Their difficulties will also be increased by the fact that Count Telcki has just returned 

from Samburu carrying fire and sword along their track.

IN ‘continuation of my letter of the 3rd November, 1888, 1 have the honour 
to report, for the information of the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, that Ihave 
Femained at this port in Her Majesty's ship “ Bondicea” since that date. 

‘On the German portion of the coast matters remain much as when I last wrote. At 
Kilwa and Lindi the mail-steamer was prevented from landing the mails, and the natives 
were in a state of great excitement. The Germans continue to hold Darees-Salaam and 
Bagamoyo, one of their men-of-war remaining generally at anchor before each place. There 
is naturally little or no trade going on. 

2. At Mombasa affairs are quiet, but itis found that no less than 900 runaway slaves 
are at the Church Missionary Society's stations at Rabai, and, as far as I ean judge, very 
Tittle would be needed to cause an outbreak there.

I had prolonged interview with Sultan this morning early, with the result that he 
ultimately unreservedly accepted the views of Her Majesty's Government, and finally 
‘countermanded (? all] executions recently ordered, including that of five people fixed for 
10 a.m, today. T informed His Highness that Her Majesty's Government had no 
intention of interfering with his just sovereign rights in respect of capital punishment, 
‘of which Her Majesty's Government approved in principle. This should, however, only 
take place after public judgment, according to Mahommedan law, and within reasonable 
time from committal of crime. 

His Highness implied that he had acted hastily, promised me that any future 
‘execution necessary should be carried out with strict attention to order and decency, and 
spontaneously declared that he would never again send a man to death until be had 
submitted the record of evidence to {? group omitted), and the sentence had been 
approved by this Office. T assured His Highness that this was by no means necessary, 
Dut that my best advice on such matters was always at his disposal. 

French Consul accorded me his hearty non-official support. German Consul replied 
to my request that, having no instructions, he must inquire into the circumstances before 
taking any action." The entirely satisfactory results of my interview, which have given 
great undsguised public satisfaction, and which hare much strengthened His Highness 
position, rendered this co-operation unnecessary. The interview afforded me an oppor- 
tunity of giving His Highness some earnest advice as to his ameliorating his relations 
with his Arabs, which was favourably received, and we parted on most cordial terms.

ON’ Thursday, the 4th October, I left Kikombo, near Mpwapwa, with my wife and 
child, in response to a letter from the Rev. Salter Rice, telling us to come to Freze Town.

After we had been ton days at Mamboya, and our eloth begun to run short, we

Mr. Ashe suzzested that he should 
with his small and easily managed caravan, and scud back messengers or return himselt 
if he found difficulty on the way, ‘This we decided upon, so Mr. Ashe left Mamboy 
on the 22nd October, whilst we followed on the 25th October. 

(On the 27th October we reached Kideti, 22 miles from Mamboya. The people of this 
village caine out to ask our boys if we were Germans or English, bat when we approached 
nearer they recognized mo and were very frilly, asking hour they might by 
their sick folk to the tent for me to attend to.

When we there Mr, Ashe told us that hi 
refused to go further, owing to the reports from the coast, but that thrve of them had 
asked for permission to go to the coast to obtain information, promising to return in about 
seven days. ‘They took a letter addressed to you, and written in Arabic to Bwana Heri 
asking bim to supply some cloth, The Wangwana in caravan now refused to go fy 
and we had to remain for a time. Here the natives told ovr boys and. Headn 
Abdalla, son of Bwana Heri, had ordered all white people, whether Engl 
or together with their servants, to be killed. Ulaya, our Headman, 
some villages 8 miles ahead, and found the natives there had the s 
Tasked him if he thought this order had really been givea. He replied that he th 
it had, that Abdulla was a friend of his, but that he was an “‘mjioga” (simpleton), and 
probably given the order whilst Bwana Heri was away. We also heard that all men 
xoing to the coast were searched at Sadaani for letters, so wo decided to send two 

‘and carrying a small letter secreted in their cloth. 
and Hamis Masudi with a letter for you. 

‘We remained at Kwa Masengo ten days, during which time the natives were very 
friendly to us. As cloth was running short, we sent messengers to Mamboya to the 
brethren there, and also to the French priests ‘near Mto-ya-Mavee, asking for cloth. The 
latter sent us cloth equal to three days’ food for our entire caravan, and also fruit and 
vegetables for ourselves. We now heard that Frere Town had been destroyed, ond the 


missionaries cither killed or taken captive ; also that all white men’s servants were being 
Killed as they arrived near the coast. Next, Ibrahimu came over from the Sultan’s fort at 
‘Mto-ya-Mawe and told us that forty men had just passed through there on their way up to 
‘Mpwapwa to kill the Germans there. 

AAs there seemed no hope of going on, and as our cloth was running so very short, we 
ccided to return to Mamboys or Kikombo, hoping that the brethren there might be able 
to help us lle, So we left Kwa Masengo on Thursday, the Sth November, and arrived 
at Kideti on Saturday, the 10th November. The people ‘were everywhere very friendly. 
On the afternoon of that day the mail from the coast came in, and we received by it 
Permission to go to the coast, whilst a special messenger from Bwana Heri came to 
Accompany us. We remained at Kideti next day, Sunday, uncertain whether it would be 
best to go to the coast or to return to Mamboya and strengthen the Mission there, but 
next day the messengers whom we had sent off from Kwa Masengo returned from Mamboya. 
‘They brought no cloth for my caravan, and only 4 dollars’ worth for Ashe's, We had just 
enough cloth for six days’ food for the amen, and there were sixteen marches between us 

jon at Mamboya, so, the men being willing, 
we started coastwards on Monday, the 12th November, arriving again at Kwa Masen 
the 13th November, where we had previously left about thirty loads, and where we still left 
most of them. Two days later we arrived at Mat tween 60 and 70 miles from 
the coast, and there met Abdullacbin-teri with Asikari, and also Ibrahim 
from the Consulate. ‘The people at this village, as at every other, were very friendly, 
frequently inquiring if we did not remember ‘them when we passed Inst year, and 
‘oceasionally bringing us presents. 

We left Matungu next, morning in company with Abdull and in four marches 
reached the coast. The people continued very friendly and came out to see us and to ask 
ourness, in the usual way. I asked Abdulla where the much-talked of  Ruga ruga" were, 
and he said that they had been warned at every village not to go out and attack us. (Their 
custom is not to attack at any village, but half-way between villages.) I asked if they 
always listened to Bwana Heri, and he replied, “Yes; from Sadaani to Kidudwo (80 mi 
‘or more). If they steal any goods from passing caravans they are obliged to send half to 
Bwana Her 

Abdulla talked much about the Germans, saying that. they were afraid to leave their 
vessels and come ashore, and that the natives'were ready for them if they di tle sid 
that they all complained bitterly of the Seyyid for selling their country. That they were 
not his slaves and did not eat his food, and that he lad no right to sell their land ; 
but that, as he had done so, they would be their own Sultans for the future. ‘They 
wanted neither the flag of the Germans nor of the Seyyid. He also complained of 
the Gerinans for violating the concubines of the Arabs, and gave it He 
also complained of them for bombarding towns before 
the letters sent demanding their submission. 
hhad reached Sadaani some days before, and that they had not replied to they 
they did not intend to accept the German flag. 

At Sadaani Bwana Heri came out to meet us, and we were received by a large crowd, 
‘There were many Hindis who greeted us warmly, but the Arabs and Swahili watched us in 
silence or scowled, an entirely different reception to what we had been accustomed to on 
former occasions. “This was the only place where we met with any indications of un- 
friendliness. 

The chief houses here had the thatch removed, in order to show the Germans, they 
said, that the place was deserted and not worth bombarding. 

We were shown into a very dirty house, and no present of food (as customary) was 
sent us. Yet when Abdulla met us we had sent him oranges, biscuits, coffee, and 
Jam. After a great deal of trouble we were allowed a dhow at midnight, and several 
‘of our porters came on it with us, some saying that their lives were not safe at Sadaani 
Qn the dhow one of the natives, an intelligent man, spoke very much about the condition 
of the coast. He greatly objected to the Germans’ high-handed proceedings, but said thy 
there was no objection to what the English had done, as they had agreed with the 
Mombasa people as well as with the Sultan, ‘That, the Mombasa people had not been 
told without thei content, ke the people in the German district. Neither he nor any 
other man previously brought any charges against an Englishman; but whilst he himsel 
Clearly dstlogusbed between Enflsh sod Germans, ant others did nat Uo 8. 

Whenever we heard compltats we advined. poople Yo go to Zansitar, and lay. thee 
complaints before their own Sultan, as he could send to the “ Wadache Wakubwa,”* who 


Ke, German great over.

‘The subject of the order stated to have been sent by Abdulla relative to the murder of 
Europeans was not mentioned between us. 

‘The information which I possess regarding the Slave Trade has been published in full 
in the “Church Missionary Intelligence” for October, and the souree of the items of 

formation is there stated. 
The copy of my letter in the Anti-Slavery Society's Journal is imperfect, and by 

‘omitting parts gives its readers too favourable an idea of the slaves.

__ SINCE I had the pleasure of seeing you this afternoon I have received fom Lord 
Salisbury an answer to the communication to the Chancellor which T sent to his Lordship 
‘on the Y3rd instant. 

It appears that Colonel Euan-Smith, Her Majesty's Consul-General at Zanzibar, has 
had an interview with the Sultan, at which he informed His Highness that although Her 
Majesty's Government had no intention of interfering with his just sovereign rights in 
respect of capital punishment, they nevertheless hoped that executions might only tal 
place after public judgment according to Mahommedan law and within reasonable time 
after the crime. 

‘The Sultan unreservedly accepted these views, and Lord Salisbury therefore, while 
‘thanking Prince Bismarck for his courteous reply to his Lordship’s in 
that there is no further need to act, as the actions of the Sultan wl 
invitation have been withdrawn.
